DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 
As for independent claims 1 and 14, they recite a method and apparatus of 
generating a monaural signal comprising a combination of at least two input audio 
signals. Prior art such as Suzuki show a similar method and apparatus, but does not 
specifically the recited combination of dividing the signals, summing the segments, 
calculating the segments, correcting each summed frequency and outputting the 
corrected summed frequency component as said monaural signal. While, Suzuki 
teaches dividing audio signals into a plurality of segments, Suzuki does not teach that 
the segments are sequential, rather parallel. Further, Suzuki only uses the power of the 
input audio signals in each band and not the energy of the frequency components of the 
summed frequency components. Also, Suzuki does not correct the code sequence 
using the power correction information, but rather combines this power correction 
information with the code sequence to form the output signal. 

Dependent claims 2-13 are allowed because they further limit their parent claims.
